WHOLESALE KILLING IN FLORIDA. 

The following is an necount of the tragedy 
which occurred in Sumter county, Florida, 
•on the 13th u It. : 

'• The Rev. Geo. Andrews, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, killed two men and 
wounded two others. He was accused of 
seducing a young girl 14 or 15 years of age, 
n relative, living at his house at the time. 
He was further accused of severely whip- 
ping the young girl, and acknowledged as 
much to the citizens. For these misdeeds a 
summons was issued for him to appear at 
the Court-house tit Suinterville, before the 
people, on Saturday, the I Gth March. Hav- 
ing heard of this, and of the parties who 
were lo serve the -summons, Messrs. McLen- 
dim and Lang, he proceeded lo the house of 
the former and look dinner with the family, 
After dinner, ihey went to the workshop. 
Andrews asked McLendqn for ihe loan of 
his florae, lo go te Adamsville, which was 
granted. He had* in his possession one 
double-barreled gun, one jager rifle, two re- 
pealers, and two bowie-knives. While lhe 
liotse was being caught, a conversation 
arose about him (Andrews) being summoned 
before the Regulators. Whereupon Mr. 
Lang said, " Yes, sir; and here is the sum- 
mons for you." During this conversation, 
M-cLendou was mending a pair of shoes. 
Immediately alter Lang's answer, Andrews 
leveled his gun at McLendon, shot Him in 
the side, and killed him instantly. Turn- 
ing round quickly, he levelled his gun to 
shoot Lang with the oilier barrel. Lang 
knocked up the gun, and received the whole 
load in the palm of his right hand. Lang 
then picked up Andrew's yager lo shoot 
him (Andrews), but eo-tild not cock it Oil 
account of his shattered hand. He threw 
down lhe gun and ran. As he ran, Andrews 
shot him through the left wrist with a repeal- 
er. A Mr. Hyatt, in the shop at the time, 
pieketl up llua fager, rati olf abaut thirty 
yards, and levelled it at Andrews, but the 
latter was too cju'ck, and shot Hyatt with his 
repeater, grazing him on the shoulder. Hyatt 
shut, but missed, Hereupon, Andrews took 
after Lang, and pursued him 200 yards Not 
being able to overtake him, he returned to 
the shop, reloaded his guns, and prucneded 
over to Mr. Condray's, at>out one mile dis- 
tant. At Condray's gate. Andrews met Pr 
McHenry, whom be told he was tired and 
very thirsty, and wanted p. drink of water. 
Stepping inside the yard, and seeing Mr. 
Condray talking to a nej<ro boy, he observed, 
"I have commenced my work, and right 
here I intend to finish it." Whereupon he 
levelled his gun and shot Condray tlnnut;li 
the bowels, who only lived about lour hunts.

" Antelope," the New York correspondent of 
the N. O. Picayune, had a look at President Lin- 
coln while he was here, and concludes that 
" while there is geniality and merited -worth 
speaking vividly from that face, there is at the 
same time, an iron cast presented and an indom- 
itable will. Indeed, at a first glance, he reminded 
me of one my sledge-hammers, with which I 
break rocks at home — his body slender, like the 
handle, but topped olf with a head all solidity, all 
firm endurance, all iron. His hands, too, are all 
muscle, and a strong grip from them must be like 
the grasp of a vice." 

Mr. Lincoln's first reception was the largest 
attendance ever seen at the White House in the 
evening, and reminded one of the throng on the 
1st of January. The rush was so great that hun- 
dreds could not find admittance, and numbers had 
to escape through the windows on the front and 
rear porticoes. It was an ovation of which tho 
president might be proud, considering all the cir- 
cumstances which preceded his coming here.

casioned to a sane person if the thing imag- 
ined were facts. Il seems, in, that many in- 
sane people arequite aware that they are in- 
sane, which, of course, aggravates what they 
have to endure. Il must be a dreadful thing 
when the mind passes the point up to which 
it is still useful and serviceable, though un- 
sound, and enters upon the stage ol recog- 
nized insanity. It must bo dreadful lo lee) 
that you are not quite yourself ; that some- 
thing is wrong; that you cannot discard sus- 
picions and fears which still you are aware 
are foolish and groundless. This is a melan- 
choly stage, and, if it last long, a very peril- 
ous one. (ireal anxiety, if continued for any 
length oftime, is almost certain to lead to 
some measure of insanity. The man who 
night and day is never from the thought ol 
how he is to "pay his way, in maintain his 
children, is going mad.

The Union-savers and tlie Union-breakers 
occupy nearly ihe same position as al pre- 
vious advices. The Border Stutes still stand 
aloof from the Collon States. Arkansas 
has opposed immediate secession ; and the 
Missouri State Convention has adjourned 
till next December. The border Slates 
appear lo bo as much opposed as ever to co- 
ercion. Halters, lead and gunpowder are 
not to be used to kill off Southern traitors; 
Like our age, the punishment of treason 
itself grows more refined. Hanging, draw- 
ing and quartering is something that Mr. 
Lincoln and his premier do not believe in 
at present. The grand scheme lo punish 
Southern traitors is a National Convention. 
They want to kill off Davis, Stephens, Pick- 
ens and Yancy, nationally; not bodily. 
They want a National Convention lo puss a 
c&mpro'miae or amendment to the Constitu- 
tion ; and ihus dethrone the Southern Pres- 
ident or leave him without supporters. 
Whether they will etl'ect their purpose ap- 
pears doubtful. The only really refreshing 
part of the imbroglio that looks at nil like 
the soodold fashioned way of maintaining 
the Constitution and laws inviolate, was llie 
evacuation of Fort Moultrie and occupation 
of Sumpter by Major Anderson ; and the 
bold front presented by Lieut. Slemmer in 
Fort Pickens lo the secessionist army. 
And the only plucky attempt to. deal out 
summary punishment to traitors was the 
order of Secretary Dix, which was inter- 
cepted in Alabama, lo shoot on the spot the 
commander of the Revenue cutler a: New 
Orleans, if he refused lo deliver up the ves- 
sel. The order being intercepted was not 
obeyed. So the only blood ytt spilt in the 
present lamous rebellion is perhaps a few 
assaults on Englishmen and Northern men 
in the Cotton States. Really, Ihe world has 
been turned upside down during ihe nine- 
teenth century. The Louis PJiil lippe dynasly 
was overturned by a few barricades; and 
the model republic is broken in pieces by 
the conventions of States ; and the pen so 
far has been substituted for the sword. The 
very fact of a great nation boasting of being 
the most free and enlightened on earth, with 
a population ol thirty millions and every 
man a patriot and soldier, dluw.ug one-Third 
of its territory and one-third of its popula- 
tion lo declare themselves a free and inde- 
pendent nationality, without striking a blow 
to prevent it, is one of ihe most unparalleled 
occurrences in history. Whatever may be 
the upshot of this rebellion-^whelher, in se- 
cessionist language, the union be " recon- 



rnovemcnls as the best means to gain a vie- , Jf jj]"^ 

tory over the rebels. It is impossible, how- 1 . — 

ever, to believe that Lincoln would have 
been tardy had lie been inaugurated on the 
day he was elected. Every line of the In- 
augural is opposed lo such an opinion. It 
was the disordered condition of the country 
bequeathed lohlm by Buchanan that doubt- 
less induced him to temporize, and defer 
striking a decisive blow by force. It re- 
mains howeverio bo seen whether success 
will crown )i is policy. Should, however, the 
separation that now exists become irrevoc- 
able, we may set down ihe dissolution ol the 
model republic to Ihe account of a defective 
constitution. Had no time elapsed between 
the election and inauguration of President 
Lincoln, there cannot be a doubt but all to- 
day would have been quiet, and the Union 
preserved. But the time ffom the sixth 
of November lo the 4rh of March is the 
time in which all llie mischief has been 
done. Our Republican neighbors will here- 
after have to pattern a little more after their 
English ancestors, and when an administra- 
tion is defeated, inaugurate the other at once. 
Thus the administration will not be pulling 
one way and the majority of the people an- 
other) but if sectional hostility merged itself 
in rebellion, the state would then be ready 
to crush it.

Court ok Assizes. — On all sides we hear 
complaints of the irregular hours at which 
this Court meets. The jurors arc kept, in 
Wailing till half-past ten o'clock every 
morning, when the Court lias the day be- 
fore appointed 10 o'clock :is the proper hour. 
This irregularity occurs lo Ihe serious injury 
of Ihe business of jurors, and causes general 
dissatisfaction and complaint, A half or 
three-quartets of an hour is of as much im- 
portance to trades men and mechanics as to 
the Courl. The other day ihe Court was 
adjourned in the middle of an important 
felony case till three o'clock ; at half-past 
three o'clock, the Attorney- General was not 
present, and Judge Cameron was compelled 
lo go on with the examination of a witness 
until len minutes to four o'clock, when Mr. 
Cary arrived, and apologized lo the Court 
for his neglect by saying ihBt he " .-opposed 
there was no occasion for his presence as 
the case for the prosecution had been been 
fully made put." Such remissness is 
inexcusable, and the officers ol the Court 
should be instructed (if they an- n it already 
aware of the fact) that time is money ; and 
that many of the jurors and witnesses can 
ill afford to lose tin- lime that passes so pro- 
fitlessly. The person" in attendance on 
the Court very naturally claim that they 
have as much right to be lale themselves as 
the Attorney- tieiitsra 1 ; and we ijuite agree 
with them. If the Court cannot assemble 
at ten o'clock, set tho hour at half-past len ; 
and if that Will not answer, say eleven, or 
any hour .luting the day that will insuie 
punctuality; but let us have no more tri- 
fling, as has been llie case heretolore at the 
Court of Assizes.
